Conrow’s painting of Washington 
was exhibited at the National Gallery 
at Washington and drew praise from 
the nation’s critics. He has been com- 
missioned to paint some of the leading 
men in the United States including 
senators, governors, cabinet members 
and business and educational leaders. 

Now 55, he has spent 30 years on 
a study of the symmetry of the body. 
His paper on the subject will be read 
before an international assemblage of 
artists in Brussels, August 10.

Evans, respective chairmen of the pub- 
lic health committees of the Fulton 
and DeKalb county medical grou 
and by Evans as president of the 
Kalb County Medical Society, the 
warnings, issued formerly by the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society, were re 
peated with emphasis. 


Ordinances Approved. 

The mayor approved the ordinances 
setting the election date for $1,000,- 
000 worth of sanitary sewer bonds to 
which WPA has agreed to add $4,599,- 
079; $500,000 worth of storm water 
projects to be supplemented by about 
$2,000,000 worth of PWA funds, and 
$275,000 worth of school bonds 
through which it is expected the city 
schools will get $1,000,000 worth of 


The bonds must be pe hep A at least 
30 days before the election is held. 

Any person, not disfranchised, may 
ballot if he is 21 years old, has lived 
in the state 12 months*and the county 
six months prior to the election, has 
et the $1 annual poll tax required 

the state constitution and who reg- 
isieoe prior to or on the date of the 
election. 

Polls will remain open from 7 a. m. 
until 7 p. m., central daylight (At- 
lanta) time, on the day of the elec- 
tion. 

At least two-thirds of those voting 
must vote for bonds and those voting 
for bonds must comprise a majority 
of the registered voters in order they 
shall be earried, according to the law. 

Only about 8,500 persons are now 
registered and entitled to vote in a 
city election.

Mr. Morgenthau is com- 
mitted to bidding the existing 67-cent price of silver up to $1.29. Or- 
dinarily, you would expect that everyone who could lay his hand on 
67 cents would buy an ounce of silver and be assured of almost 100 
per cent profit. 

But apparently no one will believe Mr. Morgenthau, at least. not 
consistently. Some days ago, even the speculators began to doubt that 
he would do what the law requires him to do. A break was threatened 
in the London silver market. The speculators started unloading around 
66 cents. : 

To prove they were wrong about him, Mr. Morgenthau went out 
and bought forty to fifty million ounces of their holdings. 

It cost him about $30,000,000. It forced him to acquire in three 
days nearly twice as much silver as the United States produced in 1934, 
But it satisfied the speculators that Mr. Morgenthau is not going t 
let them down. 


SUPER-CONFIDENCE Someone told Mr. Morgenthau a few days 


later that it would take him eleven years 
to acquire the promised three-to-one silver ratio with gold at his present 
rate of buying. His comment was asked. With customary frankness, 
Mr. Morgenthau unbuttoned his coat and replied: ‘‘Do you know the 
difference between an optimist and a pessimist?”

ENCOURAGEMENT That very day, Mr. Morgenthau received fur- 


ther proof that some important people be- 
lieve him, even if some of the other speculators have remained uncon- 
vinced. An item appeared in newspapers that a. syndicate composed of 
John J. Raskob and Senator Key Pittman was buying a $5,000,000 stake 
in the old Comstock silver lode in Nevada. 

The inside story on this was that Senator Pittman, known in con- 
gress as “Silver Key’ because he always has the key to the silver policy, 
has been retained as attorney in negotiations for merging five silver 
firms. A few of his Nevada friends, including Zeb Kendall, old-time 
prospecting character, and certain attorneys interested Mr. Raskob in 
the prospects of Mr. Morgenthau’s silver policy to an extent ranging 
between $300,000 and $400,000. 


| UNDERSTANDING Senator Pittman’s faith in Mr. Morgenthau was 


understandable to all insitlers, because Pittman 
is the New Deal silver policy. He conceived it, wrote the law under 
which it is being conducted and is understood to be a valued adviser 
to Treasury General Counsel Oliphant in its administration. It is there- 
fore obvious that Mr. Raskob could not get an attorney who knows 
and will know more about the subject. 

But Mr. Raskob’s display of faith was not so obvious. The pub- 
lished stories failed to recall that his last big publicized investment was 
in the Al Smith campaign of 1928. Postmaster-General Farley’s demo- 
cratic national committee still owes him $45,000 on that. 

It has been suggested that, if Mr. Raskob were big-hearted, he would 
apply his expected profits from Mr. Morgenthau’s policy to canceling 
the debt, but there seems to be some question as to how big Mr. Ras- 
kob’s heart gets when the New Deal is mentioned.

By British Fleet as King Looks On 


Fight Between Radio-Controlled “Queen Bee’”’ Flying Ma- 
chines and New Aircraft Guns Provides Feature 
of War Game at Portsmouth, England. 


PORTSMOUTH, July 17.—/)— 
King’ George today saw the British 
fleet repel an attack by robot planes. 
The feature of the war game was the 
fight between the new aircraft guns 
on the battleships and the radio-con- 
trolled “queen bee” flying machines. 

As the first of the “queen bees” 
zoomed over the battleship Rodney, 
the powerful gun went into action. It 
scored a direct hit and the plane 
crashed to destruction. 

Target practice with both heavy 
and light guns preceded the simulated 
air attack. A squadron of cruisers, led 
by the London, a new ship, scored 56 
_ hits out of 320 rounds. The target 


vessel was the Vindictive wireless-con- 
trolled like the “queen bee.” 


The practice firing of the battle- 
ships’ 15-inch guns at towed targets 
was described as excellent. 

Supporters of the theory that planes 
can successfully cope with battleships 
won a point when the “queen bee” 
actually weathered a hail of shells to 
pass over the Rodney. It was almost 
above the ship when it received the 
destructive shell. 

‘The ships, stripped of their gala 
trimmings of yesterday's review, were 
led to sea by the king aboard the 
royal yacht, Victoria and Albert. Aft- 
er the air maneuvers he returned to 
port and entrained for London.

ANTHONY EDEN TO HEAD 
ENGLISH PEACEMAKERS 

LONDON, July 17—(#)—Young An- 
thony Eden, again in the role of would- 
be peacemaker, will head Britain's del- 
egation.to the League of Nations coun- 
cil sessions opening July 25 called to 
seek some way to avert an  Italo- 
Ethiopian war. 

That disclosure came to head these 
developments in the east African sit- 
uation, which British officials con- 
tinued watching closely: 

1. Malcolm MacDonald, secretary 
for colonies, told the commons Brit- 
ain’s military forces in Kenyan, bor- 
dering Ethiopia and Italian Somali- 
land, had been “‘partially redistribut- 
ed’’—though it was “considered un- 
necessary to reinforce them’’—in view 
of “possible contingencies on that 
frontier.” 

2. Sir Samuel Hoare, foreign secre- 
tary, replying to questioners, ex- 
pressed in writing his belief that it 
was not necessary to reinforce the 
normal peacetime garrison in the Su- 
dan. He said the frontier was being 
watched closely, although no reports 
of native unrest had been received and 
the government was “satisfied the 
necessary steps had been taken by 
the Sudan government for the mainfe- 
nance of order.” 

3. Usually well-informed quarters 
said Britain was ready to authorize 
arms shipments to Ethiopia, follow- 
ing receipt of communications from 
Emperor Haile Selassie certifying his 
empire’s need of two shipments held 
up here “for the legitimate use of 
the Ethiopian army.” 

4. Authoritative inforamtion said 
Anglo-French consultations in Paris, 
going on for several days, had not 
yet produced anything of importance. 

The revelation that Eden, secretary 
for League of Nations affairs who 
recently visited Rome in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to dissuade Premier 
Benito Mussolini from war, would go 
to Geneva was accompanied by pri- 
vate expressions of pessimism regard- 
ing the League council’s probably ac- 
complishments. 

Officials still were hopeful, however, 
that some way might be found to in- 
duce Italy to participate in further

Philadelphia Police Rescue Wite 
Held Prisoner 5 Years by Husband 


Woman, Locked in Garret Room of Home With Only 


Scraps for Food, 


Is Too Weak To 


Walk When Found. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 17.—-)— 
Grey-haired and hollow-eyed, her body 
wasted to less than 70 pounds, Anna 
Van Cleve stared up from a hospital 
cot today and offered detectives her 
only explanation for five years spent 
locked in a garret prison with only 
scraps for food. 

“My husband didn’t like my cook- 
ing.” she whispered. 

She looked all of 80 years—she is 
48—when the detectives found her on 
a bed in a lonely third-story room, 
reft of light by boarded windows and 
nailed-down shades. 

Her eyes were sunken in her head, 
and her skin hung on her bones. Sores 
pocked her face and hands. An old 
black dress was found about her, tack- 


ed with safety pins. 


She clutched bread crusts in each 
hand. A cup of water and a bucket 
the floor. Beside the bed, the 


She was too weak to walk, so they 
carried her to an ambulance and sped 
her to morals court and then to a 
hospital. ! 

Two glasses of milk was all the 
food she was allowed, but that seem- 
ed to strengthen her. 

She had raided the garbage pail for 
at least one ravenous meal while her 
alleged captors—her husband, Wil- 
liam, 54-year-old window washer, and 


his sister, Catherine, 57—were away 
from home, the Van Cleves’ neighbors 
sail. 

They never knew she was there, 
they said, until they saw wild eyes 
peering through slits between the 
boards on the windows. 

One neighbor, Charles Osborn, told 
detectives he tied food to a clothes- 
line prop and hoisted it to her win- 


dow after he witnessed the garbage pail 
raid. But she was apparently afraid 
to take it. 

It was in answer to Osborn’s pleas 
that the detectives investigated. They 
went to the house late yesterday and 
arrested Van Cleve and his sister. 

“She was dirty,” Van Cleve said. 
“She was filthy. And I wanted my 
sister to do the cooking.” — 

He denied his wife was imprisoned, 
saying she stayed in the garret volun- 
tarily. Poliee said he made no effort 
to explain her condition. 

The Van Cleves were married in 
Harrisburg, Pa., in 1926. They lived 
at their present home since June 1,

, It is, as 1 write, 9 o’clock in the evening and the amazing 
scene is the ball park on Ponce de Leon, named for the gentle- 
man who searched this section of the world for a drink of water 
from a fountain.

The crowd is banked on center field, jamming the 
terraces. It is banked back of the right field foul line. 
It swarms along the left field foul line. It packs the 
stands. And it stands in rows at the passageway along 
the back row of the grandstand. 
Only Atlanta can produce baseball crowds like this one. 
The scene is a perfect one. The lights give it a perfect 
setting. The sign boards are shiny with new paint, the grass 
looks greener and the home uniforms whiter. 
One looks up and the darkness seems awfully close. 
The brilliant lights carve out a great lighted section but 
when one looks up the immensity of the darkness is 
apparent. 
But down in the light near 20,000 people are very much. 
alive—cheering the home team as it keeps out in front.

News” was the watchword in the stock 
market today, as the general level 
of shares pushed steadily ahead to 
the best levels of the year to date on 
sharply increased turnover.
